“THE HUMAN SIDE OF THE NEWS" 


The bugles ring out in the West Point Plateau. Twelve hundred and fifty 
Picked lads of the Nation swing into marching line, file on file, Company by Com- 
pany. Sundown comes, the sunset gun lets go, the old fleg drops down through the 
trees and the Cadet Corps swings into its magnificent parade, honoring the Stars 
and Stripes. But it is not of the thrill and drama of that sweeping march thet 
I*m thinking tonight, as I read of the grand work the United States Army has done 
in making the President’s Citizens’ Conservation Camps a marvelous success« With 
sympathy end understanding, the Army commissioned officersand wise old non-coms, 
have teken hold of the President's great purpese and have guided hundred of thou- 
sands of raw lads from city and country into better health, better ideals, a bet- 
ter grip on life. Perhaps we forget, sometimes, that the United States Army is a 
great peacetime force for good, as well as the basis of our protection in war. 

And the ideals which sway the Army are born up on that high, green platean above 
the Hudson, where they have been turning out officers and gentlemen in the finest 
sense of the word for more than a century and a quarter. No one not entirely fam- 
iliar with West Point life and the spirit of the Militery Academy can quite under- 
stand the spirit of democracy which prevades the whole institution. Discipline, 
yes, --- the hardest, most rigid kind of discipline. But democracy and free peo- 
ple need discipline above all things. There is no swank at West Point. The cadets 
depise show-offs, hate pretense. Not long ago a Queen visited the United States 
with her young daughter, a very attractive girl, now married to European royalty. 
The Queen took a fancy te one of the cadets as a dancing compemion for the Prin- 
cess and invited the lad to New York City fer luncheon. But that was against 
practice and regulations, end the Superintendent refused permission. The Queen 
asked if she might go to West Point with her daughter and have luncheon with the 
cadet at the reservation hotel. There was nothing against that, so the royal vis- 
itors appeared and the luncheon was had. But the next day the ragging of the fav-~ 
ored youth began. Whole classes, seeing approch, produced Turkish bath towels and 
spread them at his feet -- the royal carpet, of course. find the whole classes bow- 
ed low in exaggerated humility. But they let up after awhile. West Point detests 
favoritism as it detests slackness, idleness, useless noise, bad manners, extrava~ 
gance and selfishness. And they are dead against swelled heads. One of the boys 
came to West Point with a great reputation as an athlete. He brought along a home 
town paper with his picture and a leng story about his prowess and whet a hit he 
was sure to be on the West Point football field. Well, the upper classmen cut the 
picture out of the paper, pasted it in the crown of the young man's cap, made him 
learn the piece by heart and whenever they came across the chastened youth, they 
made him stand end stare at his own picture while he recited the whole blurb from 
the home town paper. The cure was complete. It is the beautiful chapel at West 
Point that one discovers the secret of the place. Within that great stone house 
of worship, shaped like @ cross and bearing over its doorway a great sword carved 
in stone ~- King Anthur's Excalibur -- you may read by the soft and beautiful 
light falling through the stained glass windows, the prayer of the Cadet Corps, 
the prayer by which thirteen hundred young American lads live their daily life 

end form their character and prepare to face the world. It begins, of course,with 
an invocation to God, and then: “Strengthen and increase our admiration for honest 
dealing and clean thinking, and suffer not our hatred of hypocrisy end pretense 
ever to diminish...Encourage is in our endeavor to live about the common level of 
life. Make us to chose the harder right, instead of the easier wrong, and never 
to be content with a half-truth, when the whole can be won. Endow us with courage 
that is born of loyalty to all that is noble and worthy, that scorns to compromise 
with vice and injustice and knows no fear when truth and right are in jeopardy“. 
There's more of it, but no need to repeat it all, for there's a whole religion in 
the few lines, and there's a lot of it those young men take into life. It is not
